4337. Non-Residential Uses

District comprise the following: 


is Indoor and outdoor recreation facilities designed for 
use of the residents.

4. In PRDs having a land area of 100 acres or more, two 
restaurants provided that the seating capacity of 
each not exceed fifty (50) seats.

described in the Town of Sharon Land Sub-Division 
Rules and Regulations as most recently amended. 


4337. Non-Residential Uses. 
a) The primary intent of non-residential uses is to 
serve the residents of the PRD. Therefore, space 
allocated for non-residential uses within the PRD 
shall be limited in accordance with this Section. 
b) Permitted non-residential uses within a Planned 
Residential District comprise the following: 
1) Indoor and outdoor recreation facilities 
designed for use of the residents. 
2) Maintenance, equipment and storage area 
provided that no portion is located within the 
Water Resource Protection District or Ground 
Water District. 
3) Country clubs and golf courses. 
4) In PRDs having a land area of 100 acres or 
more, two restaurants provided that the seating 
capacity of each not exceed fifty (50) seats. 
5) In PRDs having a land area of 100 acres or 
more, one each of personal service 
establishments such as beauty shops, 
barbershops, newsstand, dry cleaning pickup 
facility, professional offices such as medical 
doctors or dentists, attorneys, insurance and 
real estate, each not to exceed one thousand 
(1,000) square feet gross floor area. 
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6) One convenience/general store for the entire 
PRD having a gross floor area not to exceed 
three thousand (3,000) square feet. 
7. All uses mandated by Section 3, Chapter 40A, 
of the Massachusetts General Laws. 


4338. Accessory Buildings 

Accessory building shall include all detached 
buildings used for parking and all recreational 
buildings for use of the residents such as clubhouses, 
cabanas, stables, and shelters. These are permitted 
uses and shall be incorporated and identified on the 
plan. 


4339. Building Design 

Departure from the visual scale of single-family 
development shall be minimized by including not more 
than ten (10) dwelling units in a single structure, 
each dwelling unit having its own entrance and by 
limiting building length to not more than two hundred 
(200) feet. No habitable floor shall be located below 
finished grade at its entire perimeter or above the 
second floor. 


4340. Buffers 

Visual separation from single family residential uses 
abutting the PRD shall be assured by providing yards 
of at least fifty (50) feet between any multifamily 
dwelling or parking lot or structure for five (5) or 
more vehicles and the boundary of the PRD abutting a 
single family residential district and through use of 
outdoor lighting fixtures not higher than fifteen (15) 
feet.

There were several events of significance in 1984 ffor the 
Town of Sharon. The year saw Sydney W. Falk elected to the 
Board of Selectmen in April; the appointment of John Sulik as 
Superintendent of Public Works, and the retirement of Albert R. 
Horan, who had served as Chief of Police since 1960. We were 
greatly saddened, from both the personal and professional 
aspect, by Al's death on December 24th after a long illness. 
The town can take comfort that Bernie Coffey, a lieutenant with 
over thirty-two years of service in the Police Department, will 
carry out the responsibilities of Police Chief in accordance 
with the same high standards that Al brought to the position. 


The proposed rezoning of 307 acres of land known as “Cannon 
Forge" was the subject of public debate throughout the year, 
involving the office of the Selectmen in negotiations with the 
developer concerning details of a proposed land swap and 
amenities to the town. The rezoning proposals were defeated at 
very heavily attended town meetings in April and December. 


In March the long-awaited Diagnostic/Feasibility study of 
Lake Massapoag prepared by IEP, financed through a combination 
of federal and state funds (70%) and town monies (30%) was 
received. In summary, the study concludes that “the water 
quality of Lake Massapoag....is generally good....however (there 
is) an accelerated trend toward eutrophication." The study 
further indicated that “the goal of the lake and watershed 
management program should be to prevent eutrophication of Lake 
Massapoag by reducing and limiting phosphorous loading so.as to 
improve and maintain water quality suitable for the variety of 
recreational uses which the lake currently supports." The town 
has taken the following actions toward implementing the IEP 
study recommendations: connection of the Memorial Beach 
bathhouse to the high school sewage disposal system, thereby 
eliminating 5% of the total phosphorous, estimated by IEP, to be 
affecting the lake; application to the Clean Lakes Program for 
$343,000. in funding to accomplish sanitary sewage system design 
in areas near the lake, and wetlands enhancement, such that 
these areas can more effectively contain nuisance aquatic weed 
material or seeds from entering the lake; survey of shoreline 
home septic systems, the results of which will be utilized in 
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the development of a septic system maintenance program under 
consideration; continuation of the lake level (drawdown) 
Management program; and mailing of literature to residences in 
the lake watershed regarding the impact fertilization practices, 
septic system care and phosphorous containing detergents have on 
the lake. 


Additional notable events or activities include: 


-- Construction and activation of the cable television 
system and studio located at the Community Center by the 
franchisee, Massachusetts Cablevision. 


-- Purchase of a computer system located at the Town Office 
Building which will service departments in that facility, the 
school, fire and public works departments. 


-- Execution of a contract with SEMASS for the disposal of 
solid waste at its waste-to-energy plant to be located in 
Rochester, Massachusetts, and expected to be operational in 
1987-8. Related to this matter, the town authorized the 
termination of the existing garbage collection contract, and 
commencement of combined rubbish and garbage collection, 
co-terminous with the closing of the landfill in April 1985, 
through the award of an exclusive franchise to service all 
residents, who will be billed directly by the franchisee. 


-- Completion of major rehabilitation of the Dr. Walter A. 
Griffin Playground located on Ames Street, made possible through 
financial and "“in-kind" contributions obtained through the 
outstanding efforts of the Friends of the Playground. 


-- Collection of household hazardous waste, a new program 
through which residents brought to the Mountain Street landfill 
receiving site, on a single day in November, pesticides, paints, 
PCB containing electrical components, asbestos and other 
hazardous materials, filling fifty 55 gallon drums, which were 
Subsequently transported by an EPA licensed operator toa 
facility out of state for processing and proper disposal. 


-- Annual Town Meeting authorized the expenditure of up to 
$235,000. for drainage improvements on a portion of Bay Road in 
the vicinity of Dry Pond, and on East Foxboro Street near Mohawk 
Street, Sturges Road and Lakeview Street. 


-- Grant award of $23,000. through the Department of 
Environmental Quality Engineering Clean Lakes Program to. study 
the relationship of the landfill to Lake Massapoag and to 
provide recommendations with respect to the closing and capping 
of the landfill. 


= December 3rd Special Town Meeting authorized the 


expenditure of $40,000. for a water system master plan update 
and $10,000. to study aquifer land on the Cannon Forge 
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properties, particularly portions therein

The Planning Board met forty-two times in public’ session. 

The Board held four informal public meetings and six public 
hearings including three on subdivisions of land, one on the 
proposed zoning amendments for Cannon Forge, one on scenic 
roads, and one on changes to the Rules and Regulations Governing 
the Subdivision of Land. The Board's Agent endorsed twenty-four 
"Plans Not Requiring Approval Under the Subdivision Control Law" 
which created fifty-three lots with frontage on existing public 
ways. 


George B. Bailey was re-elected in the Annual Town 
Election. 


The Board directed significant efforts towards review of 
the proposed Cannon Forge amendments to the Zoning By-Law at the 
Annual Town Meeting in April and at a Special Town Meeting in 
December. The Board, in cooperation with the Selectmen and the 
Development and Industrial Commission, selected BSE Engineering 


to review the studies provided by the developers. Funds from 
the DIC and the Board's Kendall Fund were used to cover the 
costs for the consultant. Articles with the necessary 


provisions were supported by the majority of the Board at both 
town meetings, but did not receive affirmative action by either 
meeting. 


The Board also adopted significant modifications to its 
Rules and Regulations Governing the Subdivision of Land. Key 
changes included modifications designed to implement the 1983 
Zoning Amendments for Aquifer Protection and additional 
environmental controls and Environmental Assessment 
requirements. 


The Planning Board and its Aquifer Protection Subcommittee, 
with the support of the Board of Selectmen, sponsored an article 
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at the Annual Town Meeting providing for the voluntary 
collection of hazardous wastes from households. The collection 
was held on November 8, 1984 and some ninety-two households 
contributed over one truckload of hazardous waste which included 
pesticides, PCBs, and used oil.

The diversity of the Department of Public Works 
responsibilities are illustrated in the following separate 
reports of the Department's operating divisions, i.e. Highway, 
Water, Engineering, and Building Inspection and Code 
Enforcement. 


Snow removal activities were confined to numerous small 
storms which required extended sanding activities and minimal 
plowing. The largest single storm was a ten inch storm on 
January 10-11. 


Lake Massapoag was drawn down again during the winter to 
allow residents to clean their beaches and frost action to 
retard weed growth. The level was restored to normal in the 
spring for boating and swimming activities. 


Excess precipitation in late May and early June caused Dry 
Pond to overflow Bay Road again. Extensive pumping from June 4 
through June 11 dropped the pond to managable levels. 


The Annual Town Meeting voted $175,000. to correct flooding 
problems at Dry Pond, plans and specifications for construction 
were prepared and advertised, and bids within budget were 
reviewed. However, difficulties in obtaining needed easements 
and releases prevented awarding the contract in 1984. The 
Highway and Engineering Divisions jointly participated in 
excavation of two smaller ponds adjacent to Dry Pond which will 
enhance the project as it goes forward in 1985. 


Considerable assistance was given to the Friends of the 
Playground and the Recreation Department at the Ames Street 
Playground in removing old equipment and installing new, 
stripping sub-soil and replacing it with sand, and removing 
brush and poison ivy. 


Much effort was expended on preparation for closing of the 
landfill by April 30th as mandated by the 1983 Town Meeting. 


A new Superintendent, John A. Sulik, came on board August 
6, 1984. The town was fortunate to rertain the services of D. 
Scott Laurie in his former role of Administrative Assistant. 
Paul Lovejoy, Highway Supervisor, announced his retirement 
effective February 1, 1985. Administrative hiring included 
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Dolly Slowik and Coralotta Daniels as replacements for Darcy 
Colaneri and Linda Waller.

The first section of the drainage system on Old Post Road 
was completed. Other small drainage projects were completed on 
Clarke Court, Edgehill Road, Pond Street, Robin Road, Ames 
Street, Massapoag Avenue, Decatur Avenue, Lakeview Street, and 
Potter Avenue. 


Ten minor streets, and four collector streets were 
resurfaced with stone chip seal. The Griffin parking lot was 
repaired and stone chip sealed. Bituminous asphalt resurfacing 
was completed on portions of Norwood Street and Walpole Street 
and on all of East Chestnut Street and Station Street. 


Additional primary functions included catch basin and 
stream clearance, roadside mowing, tree trimming, tree removal, 


street sweeping, line painting, signs, traffic signals, and 
street lighting. Operation of the Landfill. Oe burlding 
maintnenace, including the town office building; old D.P.W. 
garage; new garage; cemetery maintenance; snow and ice control; 


maintenance; of town vehicles; and maintenance of diesel and 
gasoline supply for all town-owned vehicles were additional 
responsibilities. 


An extension of the parking lot on the Boston side of the 
railroad station was completed in the spring. 


The septic system at the bath house at the main beach was 
connected to the high school system across Beach Street to 
minimize leaching into the lake. 


WATER DIVISION

Protection of the Billings Brook aquifer was a matter of 
major concern during the latter months of 1984. The December 
Special Town Meeting approved a $10,000. appropriation to fund 
the preparation of an aquifer land acquisition plan. 
Recommendations in the resulting plan will allow for land swap 
and a second aquifer protection grant application. 
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A need was recognized to update the town's water master 
plan and $50,000. was authorized by the Special Town Meeting for 
this purpose. 


The Kennedy Road/County Lane looping project was completed 
during the year. 


In May of 1984, the Water Division was notified that it was 
one of five cities and towns in the Commonwealth to receive the 
Certificate of Merit from the Massachusetts Dental Society for 
Maintaining a fluoride level of 1.0 ppm. 


Residents are reminded that at least once every year they 
should test their main shut-off valve at the meter. This can 
Save the resident the expense of calling a standby man for a 
street shut-off, as well as water damages, should their own 
valve not be working.

ENGINEERING DIVISION

A second attempt at rezoning a large parcel of land for the 
Cannon Forge project was defeated at the Special Town Meeting in 
early December. We are now faced with reality that 190, more or 
less, single family homes will be proposed on the site by Skanco 
Sharon Foxboro, Inc. thet =new _owners”*o£f°* the -"property. 
Hopefully, with a great deal of cooperation between the 
developers and the town, the development can exist in harmony 
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with the environmentally sensitive aquifer which runs’7~ through 
the site. 


The Engineering Division performed Board of Health duties 
for spetic systems as well as overall review of subdivision 
compliance with Board of Health regulations. Applications and 
plans for the construction of 176 sub-surface sewerage disposal 
systems were reviewed and approved. Of the 176 applications 
reviewed, 109 were for new home construction and 67 were _ for 
corrective modifications to existing systems. All applications 
required a site visit, and in the case of new construction 
observation of percolation and soils testing was required. 


Planning Board activities for the year included a major 
effort in compiling revised Land Subdivision Rules and 
Regulations. The majority of subdivision activity centered 
around smaller two and three lot subdivision of backland where 
the applicant generally proposed a private road for access 
purposes. The largest definitive subdivisions approved during 
the year were Quail Ridge I with 79 lots and Woodland Acres 
with 81 lots. 


The Engineering Division is responsible for the inspection 
and approval of all new roadway and utility construction. In 
addition, all Planning Board meetings are attended by the Town 
Engineer in his capacity as Agent for the Board. The total in 
fees collected this year by the Engineering Division totaled 
S26, 54. '. We again provided the general public with access’ to 
all of the surveys, plans, plot plans, street layouts and other 
records of interest during the year. 


The Division welcomed a new employee to the staff; Mr. 
Robert Hall became Senior Engineering Aide. We hope his_- stay 
with the town will be enjoyable and a boost to his professional 
career. 


BUILDING INSPECTION AND CODE ENFORCEMENT DIVISION

Residents are again reminded that it is illegal to 
construct, reconstruct or alter a structure without first 
obtaining a building permit and a plumbing, gas or wiring permit 
before work commences. Roofing and siding work also require a 
permit. 


In 1984 the 99 unit elderly housing complex at Hixson Farm 
Road was completed and a permit was issued for a two story motel 
with 65 units to be located at the intersection of Route 1 and 
Old Post Road. 
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The total number of permits issued decreased slightly in 
1984, but the value of construction rose 59% due to the higher 
valued type of custom homes being built and also the 
multi-family unit costs for a total increase of $5,680,000. over 
the previous year.

The number of permits issued in 1984 was 404 compared to 
413 in 1983, with a total estimated value of $15,274,701. in 
1984 and $9,594,948.99 in 1983. Plumbing and gas inspections 
increased from 423 to 545 from 1983 to 1984, a 29% increase. 
Wiring inspections jumped slightly from 431 to 444. 


The total in fees collected for plumbing, gas, wiring and 
building permits was $67,353.90. 


POLICE DEPARTMENT 
Bernard F. Coffey, Chief of Police 


Some highlights of the Police Department activities during 
the year 1984 are as follows: 


The town was saddened by the death of retired Police Chief 
Albert R. Horan on December 24, 1984 at the Southwood Community 
Hospital in Norfolk after a long illness. He was 55 years of 
age. Chief Horan had retired in September for health reasons 
after 31 years on the police force. He joined the Sharon 
Department in 1953 as a patrolman and was appointed chief in 
1300. 


Some of Chief Horan's many accomplishments: 


Selected Man of the Year by the Sharon Jaycees in 1961 and 
by” *the~ Knights Yof'Pythias* in=1973s "citation fromvorticiag 
Detective Magazine for this part in the investigation of the 
1966 murder of Brother Albert Vanel of the Sacred Heart School; 
commendation from the U.S. Department of Justice for assistance 
any a local ‘arrest. 


Chief Horan was instrumental in the construction of the new 
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police station built in 1981, working along with the Building 
Committee, architects and contractor giving them his thoughts 
and input. As a result, Sharon has the finest facility in the 
area. 


Chief Horan achieved the following education degrees: 
State Police Academy, F.B.I. Academy, Associates Degree and 
Bachelor's Degree in Law Enforcement, Masters Degree in Public 
Administration. 


Chief Horan was a leader, dedicated and devoted. Many 
other similar adjectives would be appropraite as well. More 
important than what he was is the effect he had on others. The 


Town of Sharon is better because of Chief Horan and those of who 
had contact with Al, in whatever way, are better for it. 


While still hospitalized in October, he was honored at a 
testimonial at Spring Valley Country Club attended by his many 
friends and relatives, receiving plaques from the Police 
Association and the Massachusetts Chief of Police Association. 
Despite being bedridden, Chief Horan still participated in the 
celebration, courtesy of an agreement between Sharon officials 
and radio station WJCC in Norwood to broadcast part of the party 
live to his hospital room. A video tape of the entire evening 
was made by Massachusetts Cablevision, compliements of Tom 
Apone, and presented to Chief Horan's family. 


On November 15, 1984, the Board of Selectmen unanimously 
named Police Lieutenant Bernard F. Coffey the town's new Police 
Chief, pending contract negotiations and agreements. He was 
chosen from a group of four finalists, narrowed down from 53 
applicants. 


Coffey, 57, had been serving as Acting Chief since Chief 
Horan retired in September. He joined the local force in 1953 
and was promoted to Sergeant in 1961. In 1975 he became the 
Department's first Lieutenant. 


Coffey was ranked as the top choice by every member of the 
search committee. Committee member Burton Adler stated, "We 
found he did his homework. It was not by chance that this 
Department has been running so well under the Acting Cheif. One 
component of management is to groom someone to take over, and it 
was done in this’ case. Although there is a difference in 
management style, I think retired Chief HOran prepared Bernie 
Coffey to take over his job." 


Acting Chief Coffey attended several meetings of the Sharon 
Youth Coalition with school officials and sub-committees, to 
improve, discuss funding, and evaluate the present drug/alcohol 
policy implemented the previous year in the schools. Sharon can 
be proud that its existing drug and alcohol abuse policy became 
the basis of the recently adopted state model and has attracted 
national attention. Meetings and discussions will continue to 
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take place in the future on this ever serious’ problem. Ph: (ike 
necessary to send a strong message to all students that drugs 
and alcohol use will not be tolerated. 


On September 3rd, Labor Day afaternoon, the entire state 
was shocked by a multiple fatal motor vehicle disaster on Canton 
Street, opposite Knollwood Cemetery. A motor vehicle containing 
seven teenagers from Canton and Stoughton went out of control, 
struck a tree off the side of the road, splitting into two 
halves; the front half continued on into a second tree, 
resulting in the deaths of four young people twelve to seventeen 
years of age, and injuries to.three other persons. The 
investigation of this accident included a request by our 
Department for a new tool in accident investigation by the State 
Police, the Accident Reconstruction Team. This newly assembled 
team was able to reconstruct the accident by using mathematical 
formulas to determine actual motor vehicle speed before and at 
impact. An extensive investigation of the accident by the 
Sharon Police resulted in the operator being charged with four 
counts of homicide by a motor vehicle and one count of operating 
to endanger. The case was successfully prosecuted in Stoughton 
District Court on October 10, 1984 and is currently under appeal 
to the Superior Court. Several Sharon police officers received 
commendation for their involvement at the scene and the 
following investigation. 


DISPATCHERS : 


In July, four civilian dispatchers were hired after 
processing twenty applicants for the position. The last time 
the Police Department increased its complement was in July, 1972 
when it raised the number of employees to 22 including the Chief 
and Lieutenant. Dispatchers make it possible to return a police 
officeroeron Yeach shift to patroluduty.) With Prepositions. aye 
cutbacks in shift coverage, the town has too often been short of 
proper police coverage. With increased manpower, shift 
commanders and officers have more time to devote to 
investigations, report writing and increased patrol activity. 
Supervisors have direct contact with officers and are better 
able to oversee police cases and the subsequent writing of 
reports, thereby making the supervisor more accountable. 
Formerly, our Department had one of the lowest police to 
population ratios in the area, as well as the lowest manning 
levels - On many occasions having had only a shift supervisor 
and two patrolmen on duty. 


The administration feels that employment of the dispatchers 
has proven to be an economic success in that it has been 
accomplished for less than half of what it would cost to employ 
two full time police officers in their first year. 

SAFETY: 


The Police Department continues to sponsor the "Officer 
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Phil Child Safety Program" through cooperation of the local 
merchants. This program incorporates the use of animated 
characters (talking car, talking dog, robot) and safety manuel 
to instruct the young students in the need to obey safety rules 
and promote respect for authority by the young toward policemen, 
parents and teachers. 


TRAINING: 


The bi-annual firearms qualifications under both day and 
night conditions were conducted for both regular and special 
police officers under the direction of our certified F.B.I. 
firearms instructors. CPR/First Aid and EMT updates were also 
offered. The regular and special officers have attended 
seminars on various police subjects offered through the 
Massachusetts Criminal Justice Training Council. 


Sergeant Robert Carroll was awarded his Master's Degree in 
Criminal Justice from Anna-Maria College. 


Patrolman Hugh Cameron received his B.S. in Criminal 
Justice from American International College. 


Patrolman Paul Powell attended a one week specialized 
school in firearms certification under the direction of the 
F.B.I. at Camp Curtis Guild, Wakefield, Massachusetts. 


Detectives Harry Carlson and James Keating attended a two 
week course in Drug Enforcement Investigation sponsored by the 
Massachusetts Criminal Justice Training Council. 


Detective James Testa attended a one week course in 
Collection and Preservation of Physical Evidence sponsored by 
the 1rd ard Bas 


Our Department made application to and was accepted by the 
South Suburban Police Institute, Inc. for in-service training 
purposes. Approximately twenty other area towns are members of 
this organization. 


POLICE ENTRANCE EXAMINATIONS: 


Under the guidelines of the Sharon Personnel By-Law, the 
second entrance examination was held since the town withdrew 
from Civite*servicey in®- 1976. The examination was held in 
September for 100 candidates in the Sharon High School cafeteria 
with school personnel, assisted by Selectman Tuck, administering 
same. The certified material for the exam was supplied by 
McCann Associates of Pennsylvania, and the Police Review 
Committee was formed to establish criteria for conducting oral 
interviews. After processing written marks and oral interviews, 
the names of four males and one female were forwarded to the 
Board of Selectmen from which the final selection of three 
candidates will be made. 
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In accordance with the General Laws, the three candidates 
will then attend the recruit training academy for fourteen weeks 
training commencing in early March, prior to their duties as 
regular police officers sometime in June, 1985. 


RETIREMENTS - RESIGNATIONS: 
The following persons retired or resigned in 1984: 


Patrolman James A. Bulis, who left in June for a career 
with the Federal Drug Enforcement Agency after spending slightly 
over a year on the Sharon Department.

Patrolman Arthur Reid, a veteran of over 20 years on the 
Department retired in July. 


Police Secretary Jo-An Horan, with the Department for over 
20 years, retired in September. 


Many thanks are extended to each of these people for 
sharing the years with us in the community and on the Police 
Department. May we wish each one of you and your families the 
best of health and happiness. 


NEW SECRETARY: 


Ann Seidel was hired to fill the secretarial position 
vacated by Mrs. Horan's retirement. This position had been 
advertised through the news media, and following interviews and 
testing Mrs. Seidel was selected for the position in October.

FIRE ALARM SUPERINTENDENT

Firefighter Paul Fleming was appointed Fire Alarm 
Superintendent with the retirement of Captain Traut. 
Firefighter Fleming is knowledgeable in this field and has 
worked throughout the town's fire alarm system for approximately 
ten years. A maintenance program has been instituted by 
Firefighter Fleming and he will strive to maintain this system 
to assure its proper operation. 


MAINTENANCE SUPERINTENDENT 
Lt. Charles Healy, dre 


A continuing preventative maintenance program on the Fire 
Department's apparatus has proven to be very effective. Lt. 
Healy has striven to keep a close check on the operating 
capabilitaies of our equipment. All repairs are accomplished as 
needed and apparatus is ready to move at a moment's notice. 


AMBULANCE 
The Sharon Fire Department Ambulance Service responded to 


545 emergency ambulance calls during 1984, an increase of 50 
calls over last year. We can assure Sharon residents that our 
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Emergency Medical Technicians are well trained and continue to 
be more proficient through the many training programs they 
attend to maintain their status as Emergency Medical 
Technicians. The-many letters of gratitude received by the Fire 
Department are evidence of the quality of emergency medical 
treatment received by the injured and seriously ill persons 
transported in our ambulance. 


An Emergency Medical Technican refresher training course, a 
mandatory recertification program, was held in September. 
Acting Lieutenant Edwin Little was the program coordinator for 
this 20-hour course. Guest speakers at these six meetings 
included local physicians and attorneys and other professionals. 
The final five-hour program was a simulated nursing home 
incident. Emergency Medical Technicians evacuated patients 
while others advanced hose lines into the building to extinguish 
fire. This program took place at the Sharon Intermediate 
School. 


On the evening of November 20 another training session was 
held for Emergency Medical Technicians at the Intermediate 
School yard where the Life Flight Helicopter from the University 
of Massachusetts Medical Center landed. There was a 
demonstration of equipment on board as well as an explanation of 
the emergency conditions necessitating its use. 


The Fire Department is fortunate to have the continued 
dedication of our call personnel who augment the firefighters 
when assistance is needed.

During the year 1984 every business establishment within 
the town using weighing or measuring devices for the sale of

accepted tolerances, and were sealed.

The Sharon Public Schools continue to operate within fiscal 
constraints which threaten to diminish a reputation for academic 
excellence. While we strive to be responsive to the needs of 
the community, our ability has become restricted by lack of 
funding. Dedicated staff, community volunteers, and prior 
momentum have all contributed to the success of our students. 
However, efforts to restore programs and activities that were 
previously part of the total school program continue to lag. 
Staff reductions during the past several years in both teaching 
and non-teaching positions have necessitated a curtailment of 
new programs, and have made it increasingly difficult to 
maintain even the status quo. 


For the 1984-85 school year, the Sharon Public Schools was 
granced. a.S650;,000. ancrease in J itsyschool, budget, to, $7,953,393. 
This additional funding allowed the School Committee to begin to 
restore on a limited basis some of our academic and non-academic 
programs, including school librarians and additional teaching 
staff (half-time kindergarten, English, and foreign language 
teachers). To regain all that was lost in the pervious five 
years and to move the school system forward will require a 
substantial funding increase in the future. There are simply 
too many academic and physical plant areas of the school system 
that have been neglected and now require immediate attention. 
Future budget requests will reflect the increases necessary to 
provide for these outstanding needs. 


STUDENT ACHIEVEMENT 
The students in the Sharon Public Schools continue to 


demonstrate academic achievement levels approximately 30 points 
above the national average in verbal and mathematical skills. 


In our most recent graduating class (1984), a .total of 83% 
indicated that they plan to continue their formal education. A 
large number of our students are accepted at the most 


prestigious colleges and universities in the United States each 
year. The class of 1984 contained three National Merit scholars 
with fifteen additional students receiving Letters of 
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Commendation. At the other end of the scale, the drop-out rate 
of less than 2% at Sharon High School is extremely low, possibly 
one of the lowest in the state, which indicates a commitment on 
the part of the staff and parents to provide each student with 
an appropriate education. 


1984 witnessed many honors bestowed upon our. student 
activity and athletic teams. Most notable among our accolades 
were the numerous honors achieved by the Mathematics Team in 
capturing league championship and other regional, New England, 
and national awards. We, also, recognize our Hockomock League 
Gymnastic Team, which placed fourth in the State Team 
Championship Tournament. The Marsengold, Sharon's High School 
Yearbook, was the recipient of a Showcase Award for outstanding 
achievement. Many or our students received awards for 
meritorious performances in athletic league competition, and 
several individuals were selected for regional and state awards. 

We are proud of the honors that our students have brought to 
Sharon. 


CURRICULUM IMPROVEMENT/STAFF DEVELOPMENT 


The Sharon Public Schools has sustained its efforts to 
provide staff development programs and to improve curricula in 
various areas. During 1984, the following programs were 
provided:

dhe Elementary Mathematics - a summer workshop to review 
implementation of the elementary mathematics program in 
grades K-5. 


oa Junior High Mathematics - a summer workshop to review and 
revise the curriculum guide for grades 6, 7, and 8. 


35 Computer Curriculum - a summer workshop to develop a 
curriculum guide for a comprehensive instructional program 
at all grade levels. 


4. English Curriculum - two summer workshops on writing across 
the curriculum and computer-assisted instruction in 
English. 

a Writing Lab - a summer workshop to develop an instructional 


program to strengthen written language skills for students 
in grade 7. 


Oe Library Services - a summer workshop to review and 
coordinate our systemwide library resources and services. 


7. Peer Relationships Curriculum - a year-round, state-funded 


program to assist interested staff members in developing a 
peer relationships curriculum with emphasis on junior high 
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age children. 
Inservice Staff Development Opportunities 


Ls Logo for the Elementary Classroom - a course for elementary 
teachers with emphasis on beginning computer instruction. 


Zi Open Court Workshop - two workshops for elementary teachers 
to implement the elementary reading program.

Studies - a summer workshop for two elementary teachers and 
a principal. 


Although the school system has taken full advantage of the 
opportunities for state, federal, and private funding to 
continue staff and curriculum development programs, funding is 
not always available in an academic or skill area that is a high 
priority for Sharon. Additionally, Sharon's high per capita 
income is a hindrance in receiving federal and state funding. 
For example, plans to implement the health education curriculum 
have proceeded slowly because of the lack of sufficient local 
and/or combined local and outside funding. Also; #ypians§) «Ear 
reviewing the elementary science and social studies curricula 
have been delayed for the same reason. 


Regular review and revision of the curricula are essential 
to maintain the quality of our educational programs, as is the 
replacement and updating of equipment and instructional 
materials in specialized areas. We must plead for funds to 
implement these essential and overdue projects. 


SPECIALIZED STUDENT ACTIVITIES 


It is impossible to include a complete list of all the 
special activities we have provided for our students throughout 
the school system. For this reason, we are listing only those 
which we consider clearly unique: 


1 Photographer-in-Residence - an artist-in-residence at 
Sharon High School to provide instruction in photography 
and dark room skills. 


2 Muralist-in-Residence - an artist-in-residence at Sharon 
High School to provide skills in designing and planning 
murals, which will be mounted in the school corridors. 


a Computerized College and Career Guidance Information - a 
computer-assisted program for assisting students in 
locating career choices, colleges, and financial aid 
programs. 


4. Word Processing Courses - a business department program for 
providing students with skill development in word 
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processing. 


ane Advanced Pascal Computer Course - a mathematics department 
course for highly-motivated and well-prepared students. 


6. Little Flags Theatre - a cultural program designed to 
provide students in grades 7 and 98 an opportunity to 
develop original drama. 


1h Little Flags Theatre - a cultural program for students in 
selected grave five classes to provide opportunities in 
developing creative drama in an interracial setting with 
students from the City of Boston. 


8. Audubon Science Program - a program in natural science for 
students at the East Elementary School. 


9. Junior Great Books Program - a literature appreciation 
program for students in grades 2 through 6. 


10. Olympiad - a competitive mathematics and science program 
for gifted and talented students in grades 7 and 8. Sharon 
students placed first in the New England Region with one of 
our students achieving the top score in New England. 


It is appropriate to acknowledge the tremendous volunteer 
and financial support we received from the parent-teacher 
organizations, local groups, the business community, and certain 
individuals. As a result of these efforts, we have been able to 
sponsor many non-budgeted, specialized activities as well as to 
purchase additional equipment and instructional materials for 


our students. These extras have helped us to supplement our 
funded programs and activities, and have improved educational 
opportunities LOD the youngsters. Among the groups.) and 


individuals who have donated time, money and/or equipment are: 
Cottage Street PTG, East PTG, Heights PTG, PACT, Sharon Creative 
Arts Association, Sharon Arts Lottery, Sharon Cooperative Bank, 
Sharon Credit Union, Honeywell Corporation, Donald Nadel, Brown 
and Altman Company, Robert Berish, Continental Carpeting, FAME, 
and the Sharon High School Booster Club. 


BUILDING AND MAINTENANCE 


The Sharon Public Schools operates its schools with minimum 
funding in the areas of building and maintenance. Our schools 
have begun to show evidence of lack of maintenance due to 
financial constraints and the inability to implement preventive 


maintenance program. It will only be a matter of time before 
the community will have to expend large sums of money for major 
repairs. to our) buildings The dedication and skills of our 


maintenance and custodial staff have delayed the inevitable. 
Our custodial and maintenance staff must be commended for 
extraordinary efforts in keeping our school buildings operating 
smoothly. 
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Through the work and planning of our building and 
maintenance coordinator, the following actions have been taken 
to improve the efficiency and management of our buildings and 
maintenance programs: 


Le Energy Management System - a computerized energy management 
system to control fuel and electricity use in the schools 
with 50% funding ($42,864.) from the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts.00 


26 Oil Burner Replacement - a reimbursable program ($18,123.) 
from the Commonwealth of Massachusetts for oil burner 
replacement at the Junior and Senior High Schools. 


3% Fuel SOi lepeurchasing) (=a iregional? bid program with 
twenty-three other communities through the Massachusetts 
Plant Administrators' Association, resulting in a lower 
Poeiceeroreour fuel oil. 


a5 Asbestos Repair/Removal - a multi-year program designed to 
remove and repair asbestos in our school buildings. By 
phasing the work over several years, we are able to ease 
the financial impact on the community without jeopardizing 
the health’or safety*of our students and therstaff. 


The staff is committed to seeking alternative means of 
funding or shared cost programs for necessary maintenance 
projects and preventive programs. Ultimately, the community 
will be faced with the decision as to whether or not to provide 
local support in order to stem the tide of deterioration to our 
schools. Our school buildings represent a significant amount of 
community investment and must be properly maintained.

The Superintendent 
wishes to note with appreciation the many years of faithful 
service of the retiring Assistant Superintendent of Schools, Mr. 
Raymond A. Angers. We will miss Ray for his untiring efforts on 
behalf of the Sharon Public Schools and for his expertise in the 
area of school business and finance.

The School Committee is charged with the responsibility of 
overseeing the educational programs and for expending the 
largest single budget in the community. Accordingly, the public 
is encouraged to attend School Committee meetings in order to 
have a better understanding of how issues and problems are 
deliberated and resolved in the best interest of the students 
and the community. In addition, the School Committee invites 
input from interested citizens. All School Committee meetings 
are conducted at the Office of the Superintendent of Schools, 1 
School Street, at 8:00 p.m. unless it is otherwise stated on the 
agenda. The agenda for School Committee meetings are posted 48 
hours in advance of each meeting date at Town Hall, the Public 
Library, the Post Office, and the Recreation Department. 


CONCLUSION 


Even in these times of financial limitations, the personnel 
of the Sharon Public Schools continue to strive for excellence. 
The dedication of the entire staff is exemplary and deserving of 
community recognition in light of the many problems brought 
about by the continued lack of full funding. We remain 
dedicated to the service of our students and the community and 
will continue to regard this as our primary responsibility in 
the future.

SOUTHEASTERN REGIONAL VOCATIONAL TECHNICAL HIGH SCHOOL 
James J. Leonard, Sharon School Committee Representative 


Southeastern Regional School District is represented from 
the Town of Sharon by me, James J. Leonard. There are eight 
towns and the City of Brockton involved in this regional effort 
which provides students with occupational training leading 
directly to jobs. 


There are 24 occupational programs offered at the high 
school level. The high school enrollment is 1267. There are 
six occupational programs offered at the post-secondary level; 
enrollment is 143. A total of 1410 students attend the day 
program at Southeastern. 


Students come from the following participating communities: 
Brockton, East Bridgewater, Easton, Foxborough, Mansfield, 
Norton, Sharon, Stoughton, and West Bridgewater. 


The high school job placement program placed 92% of the 
1984 graduating class. Job locating and/or placement is 
available to past graduates as well as to each graduating class. 
The Technical Institute placement program enjoyed a 98% 
placement of the students graduating from all programs in the 
school year 1983-84. Over the last five years, placement at the 
Technical Institute has been 97.2%

Both basic library services and special activities were 
provided to the community by the PUblic Library during 1984.

Durlach co-sponsored with the Sharon Creative Arts 
Association 
16 Exhibits of art and special collections were 
presented 


NEW SERVICES / PROGRAMS 


Several new programs and services, introduced in 1984, will 
be continued due to popular demand. The rental collection, 
funded by the Friends, which makes best selling fiction 
available quickly, is self-supporting and will be continued. 
February's Chinese New Year Celebration and October's Family 
Pumpkin Decorating and Carving Day were both attended by 
Capacity crowds and will both become annual events. 
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A gift of the museum, passes to the A & D Toy-Train Village 
became available for the first time in 1984. 


Also, the Library began publicizing its hours and services 
Over the new Sharon Community Television cable system. In July 
1984, hours open were increased with the addition of Thursday 
evenings open from 5:30 p.m. to 9:00 p.m. 


School Library personnel and Public Library personnel held 
a joint meeting in September to discuss potential areas of 
cooperation and the coordination of school assignment 
information. Additional meetings to enhance this newly 
developing communication were held during the year. 


With 25 other south shore libraries, Sharon began to plan 
for a regional automated resource sharing system, the Old Colony 
Library Network (OCILN). During 1984 By-Laws were approved, 
officers elected, OCLN incorporated under Chapter 180, Massasoit 
Community College was selected as the central site, committees 
began researching questions and planning for the future, 
$100,000. in state funds was received by the Quincy Sub-Region 
to support OCLN, and a grant application for Federal LSCA 
(Library Services and Construction Act) funding of $540,000. for 
central site hardware, software, installation and training was 
written. 


BUILDING AND GROUNDS 


The book theft detection system installation was completed 
in May. The efficacy of the system has been demonstrated in 
several ways: books placed on reserve for school assignments 
have not disappeared, new encyclopedias placed in the reference 
collection have not lost volumes, patrons with books which were 
not checked out have been stopped. Doors, windows, and trim on 
the 1914 building were repainted as part of the regular 


maintenance program. Once the windows were painted, storm 
windows were placed on the six large windows of the 1914 
building. Students from the Norfolk Agricultural School 


developed a landscape plan as a class project, at no charge. 


An unusually heavy rainstorm in August resulted in severe 
flooding in the reference room, children's picture book area, 
lower level entrance, and community room. The Library closed 
for several days to organize hastily moved books, dry books, and 
rearrange collections. Settlement was reached with the 
architect and the contractor of the 1980 addition, both of whom 
will contribute funds to correct roof and skylight leakage 
problems. 


COMMUNITY SUPPORT 


Community support comes to the Library in many forms. 
People give hours of their time as volunteers and Friends. 
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People give books and magazines for the collection. People give 
books for the Friends' Annual Book Sale. People give money for 
memorial books, for the Endowment Fund, for special projects, 
and as gifts to meet an unspeficied need. All these types of 
Support are vital to the operation of the Library and all 
enable it to serve the community as well as it currently does.

When there is definite assurance that the 
collection will be save, it will be replaced on the shelves. 


There were so many donors of time, money, equipment and 
books that it is impossible to list each by name. Many thanks 
go to the volunteers whose services are invaluable, to the 
Friends of the Library for funding programs, furnishings, passes 
and starting the rental collection, to all who sent memorial 
gifts, to whose who chose the library as the recipient of trust 
funds, book collections and equipment, and to those 
organizations which yearly contribute to the library. 


Following the 1984 Town election, the Board welcomed Helen 
Hogan and Jack Koffman, who replaced Bea Kitchen and Syd Morgan, 
a dedicated member for 12 years. Not only was there the annual 
reorganization of officers, but also a reorganization of 
standing committees, to wit - Finance, Priorities, Buildings and 
Grounds, Library Services, and Endowment. 


The Board reviewed and revised the mission, goals, 
objectives, and planning process of the library with a view 
toward improvement of services and facilities in spite of a 
limited budget. Under missions accomplished were the 
installation of a book theft system, the acquisition of a_ cable 
television drop, development of a list of guidelines for the use 
Of the Historic Collection, revision of the by-laws, and 
progress toward developing an endowment gifts program. Still in 
the planning is a first year membership in the OCLN (Old Colony 
Library Network) and CLIP (Computerized Library Information for 
Patrons.

BEACH SAND 


600 tons of mason sand was spread at the Memorial Park 
Beach, part of the town beach improvement program. 


COMMUNITY CENTER BEACH 


The Community Center Beach was closed for swimming by the 
Board of Health for one day due to a high bacteria count. After 
extensive testing the pollution source remained unknown. The 
beach, located on the southern end of Lake Massapoag, was 
reopened the following day. 


CABLE TV STUDIO 


A new cable TV studio was constructed at the Community 
Center by Massachusetts Cablevision. Located at the rear of the 
Community Center Building, the studio provides additional rental 
income to the town. 


POST GRADUATION PARTY 


The high school class of 1984 attended an all night party 
after graduation. The party took place at the Community Center 
from 12:00 midnight to 7:00 A.M. Approximately 180 graduating 
seniors attended the affair and danced all night long. The 
Sharon Rotary Club provided an early morning breakfast. Rec 
Room activities were available and a disc jockey played music to 
videos projected on a large screen. Everyone had fun and, most 
important, it was a safe graduation night for the senior class. 


RECREATION COMMITTEE CHANGES 


Judy Katz replaced Corrine Hershman of the School Committee 
to serve on the Recreation Advisory Committee as an ex-officio 
member. Charles Cameron resigned as a member of the committee 
after serving two terms. Sylvia Bookman was appointed to 
replace Mr. Cameron.

A new play area was created at the Dr. Walter A. Griffin 
Playground thanks to the hard work of the Friends of the 
Playground. Groundbreaking ceremonies were held in June, new 
equipment was installed during the summer, and landscaping was 
completed in the fall. Special thanks to Leenie Chavez and all 
the volunteers for their dedicated efforts to make this 
playground project a reality. The Town of Sharon contributed 
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$10,000. toward the cost of new equipment and the DPW provided 
assistance. An appropriate fence is yet to be installed to 
complete the project.

Among the major efforts of the Housing Authority for 1984 
were the completion and initial occupancy of six state-aided, 
public family housing units in the former Pleasant Street 
School, and the construction of twenty-four more apartments for 
elderly residents at our Hixson Farm Road location. Ina 
substantially new direction the Authority joined with the May 
Institute of Chatham, Massachusetts, and began the planning to 
establish a group home in Sharon for autistic children. And as 
always, it continued to respond to the increasing need for 
managing and maintaining all of its existing, occupied units 
both for elderly and for family residents. 


As 1984 began, the Pleasant Street Family Apartments were 
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well on their way to being completed. In February a random 
lottery process was conductred publicly to determine the 
selection of tenants from among all of those who had applied for 
housing, and a subsequent procedure provided preference for 
applicants who were Sharon residents. The six apartments were 
completed in late April and official dedication ceremonies took 
place at the historic town building during an Open House _ to 
which all townspeople were invited on Sunday, April 29. The 
event was well attended and all who came seemed genuinely 
pleased with the new use of the old facility, the quality of the 
conversion, and the preservation of the original look of the 
building down to such details as framed message boards in each 
apartment fashioned from the school's original chalk boards, and 
careful restoration of the lettering over the front portico 
which designated its original use as the High School. The 
long-awaited occupancy began on May 1. 


Meanwhile progress was continuing toward construction of 
twenty-four additional units for the elderly at Hixson Farm 
Road. After a bidding process took place during March and April 
the general contract was awarded to the Sciaba Construction 
Company. The contract documents were signed and the Housing 
Authority issued a Notice to Proceed in late June, with actual 
construction beginning July 2. While the original plan called 
for completion by June, 1985, the project was over 50% complete 
at the end of November, almost two months ahead of schedule. 


During 1984 the South Norfolk Elderly Housing Services, 
Inc., an independent organization, completed construction of 
ninety-nine units of housing for the elderly adjacent, though 
unrelated, to the Authority's Hixson Farm property. This is an 
important addition to the town's housing resources, and to 
provide a coordinated approach to management needs that are 
common to both facilities for the elderly, a Premises Management 
Committee was formed consisting of members of both organizations 
as well as a representative appointed by the Board of Selectmen. 


In response to quite a different need expressed by the May 
Institute of Chatham, Massachusetts, the Housing Authority 
joined, with the Institute in applying for funds for the 
handicapped under Massachusetts Law, Chapter 689, to establish a 
group home in Sharon for autistic children. As part of the 
effort to support this need in geographical areas distributed 
throughout the state the proposed new dwelling will be able to 
house six to eight children and full-time supervisory personnel. 
The concept was endorsed by the Board of Selectmen in June and 
the planning is under way. 


The effectiveness of publicly supported housing in Sharon 
is traceable to the management of day-to-day operations of now 
two separate properties as well as ongoing construction, coupled 
with the continued support of the community. Carolyn Falby 
brings the expertise of experience and also care and concern for 
tenants to her full time role as Executive Director. She is

assisted by Clerk-Typist Billie Williams. The physical 
maintenance of property and apartments is supervised by Charlie 
Garnhum. In addition, community help has always been provided 
as a real contribution and as a reminder that we are all one 
community. This year, in the spring, the Garden Club once again 
sponsored and staffed a spruce-up day at the Hixson Farm Road 
site. In December, Cub Scouts from Pack 95 organized a clean-up 
effort at the same location and at Pleasant Street as well. 
Such efforts are always welcomed by the Authority and by the 
tenants as has been reflected by Matilda Cohen, President of the 
Tennant Organization. 


As a town-elected arm of State Government, the Housing 
Authority is pleased to serve the needs for public housing in 
the town without requiring any direct financial support from 
town tax revenue. And because of their long service to the town 
as members of the Authority it was with regret that resignations 
were accepted from Sol Levenson in January and from Fred Clay in 
May. Their contributions will be missed. The Housing Authority 
welcomed, however, Shirley Markie and Jason Waldman who were 
appointed jointly by the Board of Selectmen and the Authority in 
January and June respectively.

The Sharon Council for the Aging has been established to 
recognize and meet the needs of the elderly population of the 
town. This is presently being accomplished in the areas of 
transportation, nutrition, education and recreation. 


Transportation is provided to seniors by the senior. bus 
through trips to shopping malls, supermarkets, the library and 
the Community Center. This year a two-way radio was installed 
to allow constant communication between the bus driver and the 
Community Center. 


King Philip Elder Services provided hot, nutritious meals 
available five days a week to those seniors able to come to the 
Center. Kosher meals are offered on Tuesdays and Thursdays in 
addition to the regular menu. Home delivered meals are 
available to those who are homebound. 


Education for our seniors has been accomplished by inviting 
guest speakers to share information on various issues. Among 
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the many speakers were Frank Manning, Massachusetts Association 
of Older Americans; Eva Rachin, Seniors Together for Effective 
Power; Sylvia Hunt, Mt. Sinai Hospital; Linda Hale, Norfolk 
County Day Care; Congressman Barney Frank, and various political 
candidates as well as representatives from Sharon's town 
departments. 


Various trips are planned monthly through the Recreation 
Department for the entertainment of our seniors. In addition to 
our ongoing program, the Council has been involved in 
estalbishing a link between the elderly and the many resources 
available in our area. 


All of the churches and temples have been contacted in an 
effort to re-establish a network of volunteer drivers to enable 
the elderly and handicapped to get to their medical 
appointments. The Council is keeping in touch with Stony Brook 
Court and working cooperatively with them in welcoming these new 
citizens to our town. 


Our program could not be run as effectively without the 
dedicated assistance of many volunteers, whom we wish we could 
acknowledge individually. We can always use more volunteers, so 
if you would like to contribute a few hours of your time kindly

SELF HELP INCORPORATED

Self Help, Inc., is Greater Brockton's and Attleboro's 
anti-poverty agency dedicated to improving the quality of life 
of limited-income individuals and families, and making all 
segments of the community responsive to the needs of 
limited-income, disadvantaged and minority needs. 


During the program year ending September 30, 1984, Self 
Help, Inc., “received “a * total) funding’) of°/Sk2, 0067276.) and 
provided 578,338. direct services to the area's limited-income 
individuals and families. 


Sharon residents received 717 direct services totaling 
$84,284. during our program year. 


The total funding of $12 million does not tell the real 
value of human services delivered to the area as a whole. Self 
Help's funding enabled us to mobilize an additional $954,823. of 
other community resources such as PIC, Commonwealth Service 
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Corps and local cities and towns contributions as well as 
volunteers. The gross volume of Self Help, Inc., during the 
past program year was $12.9 million. 


Self Help currently employs 253 individuals, many of whom 
are limited income and minorities. 


We feel that the program year 10/1/83 to 9/30/84 was a 
successful one for Self Help, Inc., and very helpful to our 
limited-income population. We thank the area's Boards of 
Selectmen, town volunteers and the Selectmen's representative, 
Marie Levenson, to our Board of Directors for helping to make 
Our program year a success.

Source Reduction Work: Our primary efforts are 
concentrated on the draining of shallow, standing, stagnant 
water and the maintenance of existing flow systems which 
contribute to mosquito breeding sources.

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PROFESSIONAL ADVISORY BOARD 
TO THE BOARD OF HEALTH 


The primary function of the Professional Advisory Board is 
that of liaison between the public and the Board of Selectmen 
(which is also the Board of Health), providing a professional 
resource to the Selectmen in matters pertaining to the public 
health of the community. The Advisory Board includes interested 
citizens with professional experience in many varied facets of 
health-related subjects.

Since its inception in 1966 when the town voted to allow 
the Board of Selectmen to act as the Board of Health, the 
Professional Advisory Board has striven to maintain the very 
highest possible level of health standards. The Board's 
activity has increased in recent years, now involving 
cooperative efforts with other town communities, e.g. the Lake 
Management Study Committee, Conservation Commission, Planning 
Board, etc. Some of the Advisory Board's accomplishments during 
1984 were as follows: 


--Drafted regulations regarding the detection and treatment 
of head lice in the Sharon School System. 


--Extensively discussed the proposed Cannon Forge 
Development; met with the developers, members of the Foxboro 
Board of Health, Planning Board, Aquifer Protection 
Subcommittee, consultants to this project, as well as members of 
the Citizens to Preserve Sharon. In addition, toured the site 
of the proposed development. Took a vote on this issue which 
was presented to the Board of Health. 


--Studied measures aimed at preserving Lake Massapaog. Met 
with Walter Newman, Chairman of the Lake Management Study 
Committee, on this matter, as well as with Jack lLapuck, 
Sanitarian. Solicited ideas regarding toxicology study of the 
lake. This Committee is committed to doing a study of volatile 
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organics, heavy metals, etc., in order to provide a basis for 
future testing. With member Paul Berger as representative to 
the Lake Implementation Task Force, discussed proposals’ for 
septic system requirements in the lake watershed area (resulting 
from IEP study), and provided input into the survey sent to 
homeowners around the lake. 


--Accompanied Dr. Lapuck to examine sanitary conditions at 
the lakefront, i.e. the stand and rest rooms. Made specific 
recommendations to the Board of Selectmen regarding 
improvements. 


--Periodically reviewed the Sanitarian's activities and 
results of the lake coliform testing program. 


--Examined the handling of hazardous waste with 
Coordinator, Fire Chief James’ Polito. Provided input into 
Hazardous Waste Collection program conducted in November, as 
well as direct mail program for this event. 


--Began publishing minutes of meetings in local newspapers 
in order to increase public awareness of health issues. 


--Began discussion of possible topics to be presented on 
health/safety station on cable television. 


The Public Health Advisory Board will continue to provide 
integral input for the Board of Selectmen in a variety of health 
matters.

The Public Health Nursing Department, through the Board of 
Health office, continues to provide quality health services to 
Sharon residents. Afternoon office hours, in addition to office 
hours held on three mornings, were initiated during 1984 in 
order to better serve those citizens able to come to the Town 
Srpicersuiiding £2£or Monitoring ~of =vital signs;> blco0d™sugar 
testing, therapeutic injections, nutritional counselling, and 
teaching. During 1984 this Department served a total of 1010 
clients through office visits. 


Skilled nursing visits are made to the homes of those 
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citizens unable to visit the office in order to assess’ the 
physical, emotional, social, therapeutic and safety needs of the 
client and family. 


In 1984 a total of 673 home visits were made through 
referrals from community agencies, physicians, and private 
citizens. 


Blood pressure clinics are routinely held the first Monday 
of each month at Sharon Green Condominiums, and the third Monday 
of each month at Hixson Farm Road. A total of 677 clients had 
their blood pressure measured during these clinics in 1984. In 
addition, the practice of Employee Health Clinics was 
established 5a SF periodic blood pressure checks of town 
employees. In 1984 a total of 65 Sharon employees took part in 
these clinics. 


The annual influenza injection clinics were held during the 
month of October. A total of 441 citizens were immunized 
against influenza; 65 patients received the lifetime pneumonia 
immunization. 


Immunizations are given, free of charge, by appointment on 
Friday mornings. A total of 44 immunizations were given during 
1984 for ages four and older against the following: Diphtheria, 
Tetanus, Pertussis, Measles, Mumps, Rubella, and Polio. In 
addition, 110 Mantoux tuberculin tests were given (free of 
charge) for tuberculosis screening. 


The Nursing Department makes home visits to newborns once a 
referral has been received from the local hospital nursery, in 
order to answer any questions and provide support to the 
parents. In all, fifty-one maternal and infant health referrals 
were received and followed-up during 1984. 


The Public Health Nurse was involved in scheduling speakers 
for a babysitting course held at the Sharon Public Library in 
the spring, in cooperation with the 4-H Department of the 
Norfolk County Cooperative Extension Service. A first aid class 
was presented to the approximately 25 students at that course. 


Communicable Diseases reported to the Board of Health were: 


Animal Bites - 7 Streptococcal - 57 
Chickenpox - 4 Toxic Shock Syndrome - 1 
Rubella - 1 Tuberculosis - 3 


Salmonella - 7 


Permits and licenses are issued by the Board of Health for 
the following: keeping of animals (subject to approval of the 
Animal Inspector); caterers; manufacture and sale of ice cream; 
pasteurization and/or sale of milk; motels; camps; operation of 
retail food establishments; temporary food service; semi-public 
pools (all under supervision of Sanitarian); giving of massages; 
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transportation of offal (subject to approval of Health Agent). 
In 1984 $1,663. was turned in to the Town Treasurer through 
receipts for the above-mentioned licenses and permits. 


In conjunction with the Engineering Department, the Board 
of Health issued questionnaires regarding sewage disposal 
practices to approximately 300 homeowners around the lake. 
Responses received from 203 residences area being studies to 
formulate conclusions regarding future programs to protect the 
lake. 


SANITARIAN 
Jack L. Lapuck, ScD., R.S., Certified Health Officer 


Responsibilities of the Town Sanitarian include the 
following: 


Weekly laboratory tests are performed on Lake Massapoag 
swimming areas from June to September in order to insure safe 
public swimming; in addition, testing is performed on all 
semi-public swimming pools within the town. Inspection of the 
lakefront refreshment stand and restroom facilities was ongoing, 
resulting in improvements during 1984. 


Prior to the opening of the camping season, all camps 
located in the town are visited by the Sanitarian to determine 
compliance with the State Sanitary Code. Visits are made to 
camps during the camping season to ensure continuation of 
sanitation standards. 


Sanitation audits of school cafeteria food service 
practices are made routinely throughout the year. The School 
Department has been most cooperative in working with the Health 
Department; as a result, wholesome food is prepared and served 
in a healthful environment. 


Registration and inspection of all establishments providing 
catering services within the town is ongoing, to assure 
compliance with the State Sanitary Code. 


All retail food establishments are inspected for sanitary 
compliance. 


All food service establishments are inspected for 
conformance with Title 10 of the State Sanitary Code. All 
construction plans for new food service and retail 


establishments are reviewed prior to opening. 


All public health complaints made to the department are 
investigated and resolved. 
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VETERANS' SERVICES 
Frank M. Savino, Director 


In fiscal year 1984, the amount of $16,665.40 was expended 
in aid and assistance to United States veterans. Approximately 
one-half of this amount will be reimbursed to the Town of Sharon 
in the form of a cherry sheet distribution. Beginning in fiscal 
year 1985, 75% expended in aid and assistance will be 
reimbursed. The Department of Veterans" Services not only 
provides financial aid to needy veterans and their families as 
Stipulated under Chapter 115 of the Massachusetts General Laws, 
but also offers assistance in processing forms for federal 
Veterans Administration benefits such as pensions, burial 
expenses, and home and education loans. 


As in the past, assistance to veterans in securing Veterans 
Administration hospitalization, social security, and pensions 
and disability, state funded social services, etc., have helped 
to greatly reduce the town's Veterans' Services costs. 


The office of Veterans' Services is located on the second 
floor of the Town Office Building. Hours are 9:00 A.M. to 5:00 
P.M. Monday through Friday. The Veterans' Agent is also 
available Thursday evenings by appointment. 


VETERANS' GRAVES

All known veterans' graves located in Sharon have been 
visited by the Graves Officer. All graves have been found to be 
suitably kept and cared for as required by state law. Memorial 
Day was observed in the customary manner, honoring veterans of 
all wars. 


Thanks are due to those members of the American Legion Post 
106, V.F.W. Post 7238, the Sharon Jewish War Veterans, and the 
Sharon Veterans' Advisory Committee, who gave of their time and 
effort to assist in ensuring that every veteran's grave in 
Sharon was decorated with a plant, the United States flag and a 
grave marker, and for their assistance in making our Memorial 
Day Celebration and exercises a most successful and fitting 
tribute honoring our deceased veterans.

We begin this report by extending our gratitude and best 
wishes to two long-standing members of the Commission. Mr? 
Walter Reeve, who spent over twenty years contributing much of 
his knowledge obtained through working in Sharon as a land 
surveyor. Mrs. Henrietta Becker, who was first appointed in 
1959 when the original Hatch Act was implemented. She remained 
with us until November of 1984, and during those 25 years 
contributed immeasurable amounts of time, in particular 
researching aspects of conservation law. Contributions of this 
much time and effort cannot go without a much deserved public 
thank you. 


The vacancies created by these people and also by Jeffrey 
Cassis, who joined us in October 1981 and left in 1984, and was 
responsible for our obtaining a part-time secretary, were filled 
by Margaret Arguimbau, Edward Becker, and Thomas’ Cheyer. We 
also gained the services of Diane Malcolmson on a part-time 
basis to do typing and filing, and also an approximate 10% time 
commitment from the Building Inspector, Howard Lawson, to help 
address our areas of concern. 


The Commission handled a very large volume of business 
during 1984. In accordance with the state's Wetlands Protection 
Act and our local wetlands by-law, 22 public hearings were held, 
after receiving Notices of Intent. Six public meetings were 
held on Requests for Determination of Applicability filings. 
Meetings were held on Request for Determination of Applicability 
filings. In most cases the requests resulted in positive 
findings which led to public hearings. Orders of Conditions 
were issued as a result of the public hearings. Two denials 
were issued by the Commission this year, in order to protect a 
Neponset River Basin recharge area. 


For the first time in the memory of most of our members, we 
were seriously confronted with enforcement problems. An 
Enforcement Order was issued to a builder on Edge Hill Road, who 
had begun work on ae wet lot without ever filing a Notice of 
Intent. Work was stopped twice at the Sharon Highlands 
Subdivison for repeated violations of the Wetlands Protection 
Act. Other projects were temporarily stopped, with the owners' 
cooperation until the proper procedures had been followed. The 
publicity received by the Sharon Highlands problems has_ served 
to strengthen the viability and importance of this Commission in 
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a town where it previously received little credibility. 


We have gone from one monthly meeting to one weekly 
meeting. Almost every meeting is a public hearing or a 
continued hearing session. We have had little time to conduct 
routine business or deal with our needs as a commission. We 
became eligible in 1984 to receive self-help funding for land 
purchases. This requires having an up-to-date set of plans 
showing present land holdings and future desired land purchases. 
This program is one of which the commission would like to take 
fullest advantage, but may lose precious time in doing so 
because of the pressing business of hearings. Consider the 
following: 


Sharonshire Subdivision - 173 house lots 
Knob Hill Estates - over 90 house lots 
Canoe River Estates - 49 house lots 


These are already under construction. Plans are pending 
for: 


Quail Ridge Estates - 193 house lots (proposed) 
McIntosh Farms - a subdivision of over 90 acres 


Every one of these projects and other small ones will 
impact Sharon wetlands and require their protection. Hopefully, 
townspeople will begin to realize the vast amount of 
construction which is taking place. With that realization must 
also come the knowledge that as the “high and dry” land 
disappears, the wetlands become more and more encroached upon. 
A seven member volunteer commission will be hard-pressed to 
effectively deal with all the problems attendent to these and 
future development. 


The Commission has valued and welcomed the support of 
townspeople in the reporting of existing or potential wetland 
problems. 


During two 1984 town meetings, it was pointed out that the 
residents of the community want to maintain a certain characater 
and “way of life" in Sharon. These desires are directly related 
to the natural beauty of the town. Townspeople are a very 
valuable resource to this commission in helping us protect these 
same characteristics that they wish to preserve. 


The above mentioned method of notification is greatly 
appreciated. However, in the short term, and certainly the long 
term, this will hardly be adequate. Sharon has reached the 
point in time where it should seriously consider a full time 
conservation manager or officer to be employed by the town. 
This position would facilitate the responsibilities of the 
Conservation Commission and most importantly serve to better 
protect and preserve the endangered wetland and open space areas 
of this town.

Based upon the warrant article voted at the annual town 
meeting of April, 1983 firm plans were developed for closure of 
the landfill in April, 1985. The closure represents a major 
positive step toward the preservation of Lake Massapoag. 


As part of the closure program, the town will be developing 
plans to minimize the residual impact on the lake from the 
continuing landfill surface and groundwater runoff. A state 
grant in the amount of $23,100. will be combined with town funds 
of $9,900. to develop a sound program. 


The diagnostic/feasibility study of the lake by IEP, Inc., 
the town's environmental lake consultant, was completed during 
the summer of 1984. Implementation of the report was initiated 
during the year with the following actions: 


1s Organization of an implementation task force including 
representatives of the Department of Public Works, 
Lake Management Committee, Health Advisory Board, 


Engineering Department, and concerned citizens. The 
function of the task force is to facilitate the 
implementation of the recommendations of the 


diagnostic/feasibility study. 


is Development of financial assistance applications to 
the Massachusetts Division of Water Pollution Control 
for 70 per cent state grant assistance for: 


a. Engineering report and final engineering design, 
plans and specifications for communal septic system 
serving those homes closest to the lake (estimated 
cost engineering only - $275,000.). 


b, Design and construction of an improved stormwater 
retention area adjacent to the Community Center 
(estimates cost - $50,000.). 


Implementation of these measures is projected to reduce 
phosphorus input to Lake Massapoag by approximately 50 per 
cent and should substantially impact the eutrophic forces 
acting on the lake. 


tw Brochures were sent to all households in the _ lake 
watershed alerting the residents to the importance of 
using non-phosphate detergents and minimizing or 
eliminating fertilizer use on lawns. 
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All of these actions are initial steps in the fight to 
reverse the decline of the quality of Lake Massapoag. 
Continuing vigorous implementation of these is essential to the 
preservation of the lake.

1984 saw the beginning of the reconstruction of the 
Southeast Expressway and major changes to commuter railroad 
operations and scheduling. The changes seem to have been well 
received by Sharonites. The fears of massive traffic jams never 
really materialized, probably due in part to the commuters’ 


turning to trains, buses, and vanpools. The express trains 
leaving Sharon in the A.M. have made traveling to Boston and 
work a pleasure. The commuter trains have been running very 


close to schedule and have been well maintained. 


The addition of the late night run from Boston to Sharon 
has meant our residents can stay in Boston and enjoy the 
culture, arts and night life of our capital city. 


The traffic situation in our town may finally be resolved 
with the start and eventual completion of the four problem 
intersections designated to be upgraded. 


The intersections at Post Office Square, South Main and 
East Foxboro Streets at Gunhouse Street, South Main and Walpole 
Street, and Old Post Road at Route 1 are in their final stages 
of design and should be advertised by the state for bidding and 
beginning construction in 1985. 


The railroad station coffee shop which is being run by 
Frank and Mary Cooper has recently begun providing the service 
of selling train tickets, thus eliminating the need to wait in 
line at South Station. The morning gathering at the station has 
made many new friendships while providing a shelter, warmth and 
refreshment for our town folks who are waiting for the inbound 
Craiilen 


The Transportation Advisory Board is investigating the 
possibility of having a telephone installed on the outbound side 
of the tracks so that when departing from the train at night our 
commuters can call for a ride. Talking about calling for a 
ride, Sharon will have a new taxi service operating after 
January 1, 1985 serving Sharon and surrounding communities. 
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The stairs on the inbound side of the tracks were repaired 
very recently but this Board is looking into ways of a total 
reconstruction including new lighting. The concrete will 
continue to erode creating a hazard for our residents as_ they 
walk up and down these stairs. The painting of the steel stairs 
on the outbound side is also being looked into to prevent 
further corrosion. 


The additional paved parking spaces on the inbound side 
have helped to eliminate the overflow parking situation. 


In May of 1984 the Transportation Advisory Board elected 
its officers for 1984. Ross B. Dindio was elected Chairman and 
William D. Loiselle, Secretary. Mevlut Koymen and Gerard Albert 
remain members of the Board. There continues to be a vacancy on 
the Board and a replacement is being sought. 


The Board continues association with the Citizens for 
Improvement of Commuter Rail (CICR) and the Joine Regional 
Transportation Committee (JRTC) and has maintained membership on 
the Massachusetts Bay Transportation Authority Consumer Advisory 
Panel. 


MASSACHUSETTS BAY TRANSPORTATION AUTHORITY 
George B. Bailey, Designee 


The Advisory Board had three meetings during 1984, and 
Sharon was represented at all by either the designee or 
Selectman Tuck. The budget for the coming year is $472.5 
million, of which $354 million is expected to be net cost of 
service including state and federal contract assistance. The 
subsidy provided by the state and the communities in the 
district will total $250 million. The assessment seen on the 
Cherry Sheet for fiscal year 1986 town budget will be taken from 
the FY '84 costs and will be $256,769. for the Town of Sharon. 
The town's weighted vote is currently 1.2944 out of 195. 


1984 saw continued progress in the operation of the 
southside commuter rail service. On-time service continued to 
improve and ridership increases reflected both increased demand 
and greater user satisfaction. Extra service instituted to 
attract drivers away from the overburdened Southeast Expressway 
during its spring, summer and fall reconstruction proved useful 
to riders from Canton Junction or Route 128 station, while two 
late evening trains were added for Sharon giving departures at 
bs4ay, G45 and Fiso9 P.M. 


The added service will be retained through the remainder of 
the 85 construction season, but budgetary considerations 
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threatenes the service after 1985. The northside commuter-rail 
service suffered two major bridge fires (at North Station and 
Beverly) which have cost the T in both revenues and capital. As 
a result of the less reliable service and lack of simple 
connections the ridership on the north has dropped. 


The towns represented on the Commuter Rail Subcommittee of 
the Advisory Board (which is chaired by Sharon's 
representative), favor an early fare increase to bring down the 
percentage of public subsidy to the same level as the remainder 
of the T (66 PC) and is encouraging the T in its program to 
acquire new equipment to satisfy increased demand and to allow 
return of the Toronto "GO" cars once again on lease. The 
Southwest Corridor is proceeding slightly under budget and on 
schedule. Completion is predicted for fall of 1986.

The 128 West Resource Recovery Council, of which Sharon is 
a member, rejected a proposal by Signal Resco, successor to 
Wheelabrator-Frye, Inc., to participate in a waste-to-energy 
project to be constructed in Plainville, on the grounds that the 
cost of disposal per ton of waste was too high to be marketable. 


A new proposal for a smaller sized plant eliminating the 
revenue sharing feature from the sale of electricity, was then 
presented by Signal Resco and evaluated along with a proposal 
from Semass for the disposal of our waste at a waste-to-energy 
facility to be constructed in Rochester, Massachusetts. 


The Committee recommended the adoption of the Semass 
proposal and at the April 10, 1984 town meeting the proposal was 
approved. 


On October 4, 1984 the Board of Selectmen signed a 27 year 
agreement with Semass to accept and dispose of Sharon's combined 
garbage and rubbish. The facility is expected to be in 
operation by early 1988. 


At the special town meeting on December 4, 1984 a by-law 
was approved to authorize the Selectmen to let a contract to a 
Single contractor for the collection and delivery of solid waste 
to an approved sanitary landfill outside of Sharon until 
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Semass's solid waste disposal facility is constructed and in 
operation. 


The Committee is now preparing bid specifications for the 
weekly collection of garbage and rubbish combined for disposal 
outside of Sharon.

Activity for the Historical Commission was at a low key 
during 1984. The Chairmanship was shifted in June, and the new 
Chairman vanished into the farther regions of upper Maine. 


Small matters for tenants of the Historic District were 
resolved satisfactorily for all parties. The National Trust for 
Historic Preservation wrote urging the Sharon Commission to 
subscribe to their activities, but the Massachusetts Historical 
Society has a section designated for Preservation Programs and 
occasionally has money to be shared as matching funds for 
restoration work. We decided to stay with the 
Massachusetts-based operation. 


A new program to amalgamate local historical committee 
activitives has been announced by the state, called Certified 


Local Government (CLG) program. Sharon is qualified for 
certification since we already have both Historic District and 
Historical Commissions. Thus, we are then able to compete for 


the 10% of funds allocated to the MHC by the federal government. 
Major priorities will get the major allocations, e.g. Town Hall, 
Chelmsford; Gloucester City Hall; Porter-Phelps-Huntington 
House, Hadley, etc. 


The state has new legislation in process to provide 
protection to historic sites outside the Historic Districts of 
towns, such as Cobb's Tavern or Stoneholm in Sharon. It will 
become possible to have such sites designated “Historical 
Landmarks" by the state and thereafter any alterations to the 
exterior must be approved by the local Hidtoric District 
Commission just as though the site were in the Historic 
District. 
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Several meetings of the Historical Society were attended by 
members of the Historical Commission at their invitation. The 
principal subject under review was the potential for a permanent 
home for the town's historic artifacts which would allow for 
adequate and continuous display of the material. Data was 
obtained on a couple of places, but financial problems will have 
to be worked out first. 


The proposed program for 1985 is being advsied to the 
Historical Society and efforts will be made to avoid duplication 
of efforts by either group. Copies will be sent to the 
Selectmen, Planning Board, and other departments for 
information. 


BORDERLAND STATE PARK ADVISORY COUNCIL

The State Park at Borderland is attracting more and more 
visitors each year. During 1984 the number of “special events" 
doubled and the number of unscheduled adventures was beyond 
calculation. Here are some of the planned activities: Annual 
meeting in January featured colorful slides and narration on 
various state facilities and Borderland presented by Park 
Supervisor Bob Babineau and Andrea Lukens of the Department of 
Environmental Management, 20 walks featuring such attractions as 
mushrooms, winter weeds, geologic formations, spring signs, fall 
colors, astronomy, and nature rambles, 6 tours of the Ames 
Mansion during the spring and fall months where visitors 
explored three floors of history, art, furnishings, and taste; 
several concerts, as varied as Riverboat jazz to chamber music, 
to brass, to bell ringing; exhibits of art and sculpture; 
skating and skiing parties; cross-country races; Boy Scout 
jamborees; kite flying; and photography contests. 


The appropriation for the Visitors' Center to be 
constructed at the park was passed by the legislature, and bids 
will be going out soon. It may take another year or so before 
construction begins. The Tisdale House site has been graded 
over and will be replanted in the spring; and a new greenhouse 
has been built adjacent to the garage. This will provide shrub 
and plant material for Borderland and several other parks. New 
trail signs have been erected to help "lost" hikers, the 
boardwalk on Swamp Trail has been rebuilt, and the furnace in 
the mansion has been replaced. A Silver Bell Tree was planted 
near the walk beyond the rock garden in memory of Larry Newcomb, 
a dear friend of the park and of all who love the out-of-doors. 


Friends of Borderland have had an active year with Emily 


Powers as president. New members are always welcome. Inquiries 
about any park activities may be directed to her or the Sharon 
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representative to the Council. 


NORFOLK MENTAL HEALTH ASSOCIATION, INC. 


Through its partnership with the Norfolk Mental Health 
Association, the Town of Sharon is able to guarantee its 
residents, children, youth, and adults, access to an integrated 
network of quality outpatient mental health services. Town 
contribution enables Cutler Counseling Center, a comprehensive 
clinic sponsored by the Association with limited support from 
the State Department of Mental Health, to provide a wide range 
of outpatient counseling services to citizens who need them at 
fees based on their ability to pay. 


The Norfolk Mental Health Association is a private 
non-profit corporation, governed by a citizen Board of Directors 
who represent each of the twelve towns in its service area: 
Canton, Dedham, Foxboro, Medfield, Millis, Norfolk, Norwood, 
Plainville, Sharon, Walpole, Westwood and Wrentham. 


The major programs of NMHA available to Sharon residents 
are: COL ed Counseling Center, which has a large 
multi-disciplinary staff serving individuals, couples. and 
families. Services include evaluation, referral, treatment, 
educational support groups (e.g. Widowed Lifeline, Gym Program 
for Children, Social Rehabilitation, Divorce-Separation 
Workshops, Stress Management), children and adolescent groups, 
parent-toddler groups, as well as consultation and training 
services to community agencies, schools, and local industries; 
Norfolk Clinical Children's Center, a therapeutic day program 
EOL emotionally, behaviorally or developmentally disturbed 
children ages 3-8; Supervised Apartment Program, a residential 
program providing supervised living for deinstitutionalized 
mentally ill/mentally retarded adults; Project Hire, a sheltered 
vocational rehabilitation facility for people with emotional, 
developmental or physical handicaps. Programs include 
diagnostic evaluations, electronic skill training, work 
adjustment training and counseling, sheltered long-term 
employment, and transitional employment and job placement; 
Case-Aide and Parent-Aid Programs, offering trained and 
Supervised volunteer aides who provide one-to-one help to 
clients in the community, families and individuals in crisis, 
victims of domestic violence, parents at risk of abusing or 
neglecting their children, isloated elderly; Intergenerational 
Care Program, providing the opportunity for elderly residents in 
a nursing home to participate in providing group child care to 
pre-school children from families experiencing stress, 
simultaneously giving respite and support to the parents; 
Community Education and Information, offering publication of an 
information newsletter, The Reporter, to every home in the 
service area, speakers for community meetings, workshops,

consultation and educational materials. 


During fiscal year 1984, Cutler Counseling Center provided 
direct services to approximately 240 people from Sharon. It 
also provided 90 hours of consultation to schools anc ommunity 
agencies. The total value of these services was $66,300., of 
which the Town of Sharon allocated $6,995. 


In the past year, people from Sharon who came to us for 
assistance were often referred by friends, neighbors or family, 
may have read our newspaper, or were referred by clergy, school, 
physicians or community agencies. The most common requests for 
help concerned such problems as depression and anxiety, 
difficulties in marriage or family relationships, school or 
behavior-related problems, alcohol or drug abuse, work-related 
problems, and acute or chronic mental illness. 


The Norfolk Mental Health Association Board of Directors 
includes Beatrice Kitchen, Florence Kates’ Shrier, Loretta 
O'Brien, and George Bailey from Sharon. 


METROPOLITAN AREA PLANNING COUNCIL 
George B. Bailey, Representative 


The MAPC is the regional planning agency for the greater 
Boston area's 101 cities and towns, established by Chapter 40-B, 
Section 24-9. Since its inception, the MAPC's direction, 
budget, and objectives have been directed by the constituent 
cities and towns, each of whom have one vote (except for Boston, 
which has three). 


Its 1984 budget of $1,093,500. came from two principle 
sources: the cities and towns through a per capita charge which 
is now 17.6 cents or 40 PC and federal transportation, housing 
and economic development funds. State aid from redirected 
federal funds, and occasional direct grants have occasionally 
figured in the MAPC's budgets. The per cent of funds applied to 


functional areas is Transportation C5 BY Housing (5), 
Environmental and Open Space (28), Regional Economics (14), and 
others including local assistance (9). The present staff 


numbers 33 and includes planners, economists, engineers, lawyers 
and cartographers. 


The regional economic staff is well on its way toward 
producing a state of the region report which will provide 
in-depth analysis of the regions character (growth, 
transportation, employment, housing, open space). The 
University of Massachusetts Landscape Architecture Department's 
MacConnell land-use maps have been reproduced by the MAPC 
cartography staff for each city and town, showing land use 
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changes both graphically and statistically. 


The MAPC is purely advisory and its power, if any, comes 
from the way in which it directs its recommendations, responds 
to its responsibility to review federal grant applications from 
cities and towns and state agencies, and influences local policy 
through publications and staff assistance. 


The reluctance of the current regime in Washington to 
provide direction for procedural practices of the states, even 
over federal funds, has resulted in the end of the OMB A-95 
directive and rts supplantation by 50 different state 
procedures. The Commonwealth, however, adopted a procedure 
Similar to the original A-95 process which had been in place 
Since the 60's. 


During 1984 the MAPC provided direct services to the town 
in response to a request from the Board of Selectmen for an 
evaluation of the Cannon Forge rezoning proposal. A staff 
person was available for town meeting questioning. An updated 
report was provided for the same project for the special town 
meeting in December. Environmental or grant reviews were given 
for several projects that affect Sharon. DEL nO Oe ae Ce 
town's representative attended all full Council meetings, 
assisted the Selectmen's continuing efforts to expedite the 
traffic signalization, and again chaired the Council's Technical 
Committee on Regional Economics. 


SHARON COMMUNITY TELEVISION, INC. 
HISTORY AND PURPOSE 


Sharon Community Television was created in October, 1983 as 


a non-profit corporation with two main purposes. First, we 
advise the town (Board of Selectmen) on all matters concerning 
the operation of the town's cable system. We are charged to 


oversee the license agreement with Massachusetts Cablevision, to 
be aware of federal and state legislation regarding cable 
systems, and to ensure that Sharon residents receive all the 
benefits to which they are entitled. 


Second, we encourage effective community television 
programming in Sharon by guarantying open, diverse, and 
equitable access to the production and distribution facilities 
in the Town of Sharon. Specifically, we: 


1% promote the use of the community access channels and 
production facilities (cable channels 2-8); 


Zs supervise the training and education of Sharon 
residents in the use of the town's’ production 
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facilities; 


aye develop rules, policies, and procedures for the use of 
the facilities; 


4. administer the Local Access Fund (each year Sharon 
Community Television will receive 5% of the gross 
revenues from Massachusetts Cablevision operations in 
Sharon).
